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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim1-6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoshio et al. 
(patent number US 5,936,925). 

Regarding claiml, Yoshio et al (hereinafter Yoshio) anticipates a data editing 
method for editing MPEG-2 transport stream data recorded on a disk form recording 
medium having a plurality of sectors, the data editing method comprising: detecting a 
common boundary position which is located before one of a divide position and a 
combine position in data designated, and meets a packet boundary and a sector 
boundary (see figure 6 boundary of packs); and performing one of a dividing process 
and a combining process for the data at the common boundary position as a reference 
(see figure6 division boundary). 

Regarding claim2, Yoshio anticipates a data editing method according to claiml , 
wherein data between the designated divide position and the detected common 
boundary position is overwritten with dummy packet data (see column15 line 51-62). 
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Regarding claim3, Yoshio anticipates a data editing method according to claim 2, 
wherein the dummy packet data is one of private data and NULL packet data where 
data expansion is not performed (see column15 line 51-62). 

Regarding claim4, A data editing method according to claiml, wherein: one part 
of the data subjected to the dividing process is managed based on information showing 
a start position of the data, and information showing a data size from the start position 
to the common boundary position (see figure6 boundary of pack and column15 line 51- 
62); and the other part of the data subjected to the dividing process is managed based 
on information showing the common boundary position, and information showing a data 
size from the common boundary position to an end position of the data (see column15 
line 51-62). 

Regarding claim5, data editing method according to claiml, wherein the data 
subjected to the combining process is managed based on information showing a start 
position of one part of the data, and information showing a data size from the start 
position to the common boundary position and a data size from a start Position of the 
other part of the data to an end position (see figure6 and column15 line 51-62). 

Regarding claim6, a data editing method according to claiml, wherein data 
between the designated combine position and the detected common boundary position 
is discarded (see column25 line 31-40).
